“In today’s world, manufacturing 
companies are: turning to the ‘just- 
in-time’ inventory system to reduce. 

When firms want materials at 
their door within 24 hours to lessen 
inventory costs, efficient transpor- 
tation systems are mandatory. 

“Illinois is located in the center of 
the nation with an extensive air, 
land and water transporation net- 
work to help make this new inven- 
tory system work,”’ Thompson said. 

William T. Ylvisaker, chief ex- 
ecutive officer of Gould, Inc., 
agreed. 

“Many variables not included in 
the Grant Study are crucial to 
businesses when making location 
decisions.

Step aside, George Burns, for just 
a moment. Someone a few years 
older may have a scoop on the Rey to 
longevity.

“Never heen 
sick much,” he said. Davis has bnly 





been in the hospital for surgery once * 


before. Just recently, he had a 
cataract extraction and lens implant 
performed on his right eye. 

Dr. Edward Doisy, the op- 
Jnalapiogist who performed the 
less-than-one-hour surgery, said: 
“It (the surgical process) didn’t 
seem to phase him at all. He’s really 
doing very nicely. He wanted the 
operation done because he likes to 
read a lot and has been having dif- 
ficulty doing it. The operation should 
really help him.”” 

Davis welcomes ‘that news 
Reading, as well as writing, is a real 
love af his. 

“I don’t just read a book to be 
reading it,’” he said.“*I read it to see 
if it will do me any good.’’ He added 
that health and exercise books are 
his favorite type to read. 

When he’s not reading, he’s pro- 
bably writing. “I can still write 
good,” he said proudly. ‘I have a lot 
to write. One year, President 
Reagan sent me a card. And when 
(Pres.) Carter was elected, I wrote 
him a letter and he answered it.”” 

It/seems the position of president 
is virtually the only job that Davis 
has never held personally. 
Throughout his full and active life, 
Davis has held a myriad of jobs and 


he helped out on his father’s 

“ave in Rock, Lll., during the 

and early 1900s.

Nameoki officials investigating 
operation of groundwater well

Nameoki| Township Trustee Norm 
Hall told the town board of tru: 
Monday that “definite progress” is 
being mad¢ in an investigation con- 
cerning thd operation of a well in the 
Dobrey Slohigh. 

“I can't/go into all of it at this 
time,"’ Hall said, adding that he 
hoped tjo make some an- 
nouncements concerning the well at 
a future mé¢eting of the trustees. 

HALL TOLD the board he objects 
to a requést that the property on 
which the |well is installed be con- 
demned so|the well can be maintain- 
ed and opefated. 

“The township board has no intertt 
to condemn property.” he said. “We 
have access to that properly as we 
want to. | 

On'June §, several residents of the 
Dobrey $laugh area approached the 
Metro-East Sanitary District board, 
asking the/district to take over the 
operation | of the well and, if 
necessary, |eondemn| the property tlo 
do so. } 

THE WELL was temporarily in- 
stalled by |the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers |,between Hemlock and 
Pine streets last January. During a 
48-hour test, the well was able to 
“draw down" the underground 
water leyel by 700 gallons~per 








minute, Se ieee in a one-foot drop 


at one monitoring point. 

Resident in the area have ap- 
proached the MESD board and the 
Granite City council with 456 
signatures ion petitions asking that 
the well be maintained. The 
residents feel the well may be effec: 
tive in lowering the water table and 
may lessen'the trouble they are hav- 
ing with water in their basements. 

Helen Hawkins of 2600 Angela 
Drive has Said the easement rights 
for the well, whi¢h is located on 
private property, expire July 1. 

BUT MESD Executive Director 
Shang Greathouse said Corps of 
Engineers officials told him the 
easement rights expired May 29, 
and that a 60-day extension was ob- 
tained. 

If, after 30 days, no one offers to 
operate the well, the Corps will 
begin removing it from the proper- 
ty, it was related. _ 

The well was used to pull water in- 
to Dobrey Slough and channel it to a

pump statidn located at the end of 
the slough near Pontoon Road. That 
pump station activates when the 
water level in the slough rises, pull- 
ing water into lines leading fo the. 
Nameoki Ditech, From there, the 
water empties into Horseshoe Lake. 

CORPS OFFICIALS have told 
Greathouse that | after the first 48 
hours, the well will only decrease 
the water table by two-tentlis of a 
foot. In addition, they said, the well 
equipment was rented for the test; 
and a new well could cost approx- 
imately $5,000. 
~Residents requesting that the well 
be maintained have been told to con- - 
tact their representatives in 
Washington, D.C., and request that 
the Corps retain the well. But Corps 
officials have said they will not take, 
over the well. 

Residents also have been urged to 
encourage a joint effort by MESD, 
Granite City and Nameoki Township 
in operating and maintaining the 
well. ‘

Build Illinois, malpractice, 
bank legislation progressing . 


By REP. SAM WOLF 

“Build Illinois,” medical malprac- 
tice, the public utilities rewrite and 
education reform have all 
undergone .substantial scrutiny. in 
each house of the General 
Assembly. Now, negotiations for the 
final proposals really begin. 

Other’ major initiatives worth 
noting are Community Right to 
Know, missing children legislation, 
interstate banking and legalization 
of casinos and dog racing. 

Also looming before legislators is 
the question of raising sufficient 
revenue, particularly for education * 
and Build Illinois. 

THE HOUSE IS considering 
legislation .that would remove 
geographical restrictions on Ilinois 
banks to encourage expansion 
within other Midwestern states. 

An important amendment to the 
package would require financial in- 
stitutions buying out local banks to 
certify a plan to keep money in the 
community. Thus, Downstate, small 
businesses, farmers and community 
residents could be assured of conti- 
nuing services from their local 
bank. 

With the question of raising 
revenues comes the proposal to 
legalize casino gambling and dog 
racing. Although the bills failed in 
the House, { feel certain that pro- 
posals will not go away. One of the 
specific concerns of dog racing is the 
competition, which could have a 
negative impact on our horse racing 
industry. 

MANDATORY AUTO insurance, 
one of the session’s more controver- 
sial issues, passed in the House 
while efforts to repeal the state's 
new seatbelt law were unsuccessful. 
In all probability, the final outcome 


of either issue will not be decided un- + 


til the end of the session June 30. - 
The education reform package 
has constituted hundreds of hours of 
deliberation. While funding for 
education is the keystone in Illinois, 
it is certain thatsteps will be taken 
to insure a more efficient education 


stands now, “reform 
measures include competency 
testing of teachers and students; 
steps toward increased consolida- 
tion (a very controversial issue 
Downstate); an increased baseline 
salary for teachers (the House and 
Senate disagree on the dollar 
amount); and increased flexibility 
for school districts in ‘determining 
programs which best reflect their 
local needs. 

The latter calls for a different ap- 
proach to State Board of Education 
mandates, or at least statutory flex- 
ibility|in certain academic areas. 

THE MEDICAL malpractice issue 
has been, perhaps, the most emo- 
tional issue of the session. 4 

On one side are the doctors who 
claim rising insurance costs and 
malpractice suits have forced 
medical costs to balloon. Attorneys 
who represent malpractice victims 
are voicing concern over the inabili- 
ty to penalize negligent phy: 

The two “substance” 
moment are: a medical community 
proposal to allow physicians found 
guilly of malpractice to pay the vic- 
tim on an “installment plan’'; and 

proposal to prohibit 
on jury awards to victims. 
a side comment, I would note 


that prevention of malpractice in 
conjunction with) the screening of 
harassment type/suits:has not been 
a part of the discussions. Certainly, 
these two issues are. more ad- 
vantageous to patients in the long 
run than the heated fight in Spr- 
ingfield among doctors and lawyers. 

WILL THERE BE a World's Fair 
in Illinois? Going out on a limb, I 
would say the future of the World’s 
Fair looks bleak at this point. 

The financial, outlook for a pro- 
fitabie fair is ‘‘iffy’’.at best, and 
nothing has been put forward to. 
show an advantage to the entire 
state as a return on state dollars 
spent to subsidize the fair. 

In respect to ‘(Build Illinois,” the 
House has endorsed a package 
which included 247 amendments 
with a price tag of nearly $4 billion. 

I suspect the final version will look 
more like the governor’s original 

roposal, with increased direction 

‘rom the General Assembly focusing 
on infrastructure projects. 

1, ALONG WITH other Downsfate 
legislators, am working hard to see 
that our communities’ infrastruc- 
ture problems are fully addressed 
under ‘Build Ilinois.”” 

Several tax proposals have 
emerged to help| generate sufficient 
dollars to cover any or all of the 
state’s priorities. For education, the 
two proposals include a message tax 
on long-distance phone calls and an 
8-cent cigarette tax. 

Nothing has solidified on either of 


these recommendations, much less 


on a permanent tax increase — 
which is certain to be soundly re- 
jected by legislators. 

A FIVE PERCENT tax on used 
car sales, however, was finally 
taken out of the ‘Build Illingis’”’ 
package. This |leaves the funding 
mechanism totally open. 

To state the| obvious, “Build Il- 
linois’? must in¢lude a funding pro- 
posal to offset the bond ‘jin- 
debtedness. 

On balance, the session appears to 
be taking longer to finalize negotia; 
tions on big statewide issues than 
past sessions. |

Promoter says SLIR show is = 
victimized by ‘bad publicity’ »

ST; CLAIR, Cty. — The Car Craft 
Magazine Street Machine Nationals 
is still two weeks away from ‘its 
debut at St  Leuis International 
Raceway, but *tecording to the pro- 
moter of the show, the event has got- 
ten some undeserved bad publicity 

“I've heard about the bad press 
we’ve gotten from some of the St 
Louis media,’’ said Chuck Ross, 
director of marketing and opera- 
tions for Peterson, Publications. 
Peterson Publications publishes Car 
Craft Magazine, the sponsor of the 
Ninth Annual Car Craft Street 
Machine Nationals which will be 
held June 28-30 at SLIR, located on 
Illinois Route 203 south of Granite 
City. 

“THE BIT about the Hells Angels, 
the bleach burnouts and all that is 
stretching it,”. Ross said’ during a 
telephone interview from Detroit, 
Mich: 

**We’ve never had an accident or a 
Serious incident on the grounds of 
any of our events. Most of the cases 
has been heat affiliated — heat 
stroke, dehydration, that sort of 
thing.” 


Ross pointed out that he and the 
Car Craft people can’t control the 
crowds, but typically, ‘These things 
don't attract they lock-up-your- 
daughter Hells-Angel type,”’ Ross 
said. ‘‘We hope it'll be something for 
the whole family.”’ 

ROSS MADE the comments this 
week in response to a published arti- 
cle which, for all intents and pur- 
posés, blackballed the-event shortly 
after it was announced that SLIR 
would, for the first time, host the 
eyent. Last year the event was held 
in Springfield. 

“Rumor has it that we were run 
out of Springfield. That we weren’t 
asked back. That's just not so. We 
simply outgrew that area,’ Ross 
said. *‘I don’t know where they got 
the information,"’ Ross said of an ar- 
ticle that appeared in a St. Louis dai- 
ly newspaper. 

“THE CAR Craft ‘Nationals has 
grown from (attracting) 40,000 to 
90.000 last year,"’ Ross said. ‘‘And, 
we're expecting as many as 150,000 
during the three-day event this year 
St. Louis International was selected 
as the site because it offers a good 
site next to a large metropolitian 
center. That, too, is as munch a 
reason for having if there. We 


wantéd to make it a big-city event.’ 
As‘ for “not being asked back to! 
Springfield,” Ross offered a state: 
ment much to the contrary. The Car} 
Craft people ‘have a_ favorable; 
reputation with state law enfdrce- 
ment officials, Ross said. 


“We're currently having strategy 
sessions with the Illinois State Police 
to help them help us through: the 
weekend,"’ Ross said.

. flame fire dive” 
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GC native sets fire to diving

For Dave Lindsay of Granite City, 
taking a plunge in the pool is not 3 
relaxing hobby. 

When Lindsay takes the plunge, 
he gets fired up — literally. 

Lindsay, president of Acapulco 
Productions, Inc., has been per- 
forming a feat known as the “human 
for the past seven 
years. 

To accomplish the dive, Lindsay 
dons a special sweat suit, socks, 
gloves and a cape that has been 
soaked in high test motor fuel. 

Lindsay then climbs to the top of a 
30-foot platform and sets the cape on 
fire. 

Despite the riskiness of the jump, 
Linsday says he has never been 
serjously injured. 

“I've gotten a few minor burns, 
but I’ve never really been hurt,” 
Lindsay said. . 

The Granite City native estimates 
that he is on fire for a total of 15 to 20 
seconds before he hits the water. 

“*You’d be amazed at how quickly 
the fire is extinguished once you're 
in the water,” he said. 

Linsday, 28, learned the diving 
technique in Florida from what he 
now calls ‘‘one of my competitors.” 

He said that, regardless of the 
weather, “we try to do every 
scheduled performance.” 

Although Lindsay is also known 
for the “human flame fire dive,” 
another form of diving has been his 
forte. 

In 1981 and 1982, Linsday won the 
competition for the World Cham- 
pionship in High Diving. In 1982, 
Lindsay set the world’s record for 
the high dive, jumping 170 feet. 
Since then, however, his record has 
been broken. 

Lindsay still performs high dives 
as part of his show. The show also in- 
cludes acrobatic and clown diving, 
as well as synchronized swimming. 

He has taken his show across the 
country and. has performed in 
Europe and Jamaica as well. 

Lindsay will be performing his fire 
dive again this Saturday, June 15, at 
the new Aquatic Center in Wood 
River, at the intersection of Ed- 
wardsville Road and Wood River 
Avenue. 

The show will begin directly after 
a scheduled parade, at about 1 p.m, 

After the Wood River pet- 
formance, Lindsay will take his 
show to the Lake of the Ozarks this 
summer, where there will be per- 
formances in conjunction with a ski 
team. 

Lindsay got his start in diving 
through the Paddlers’ Swim Club in 
Granite City. He is a Granite City 
high school graduate

Parks Airport, Thompson said the 
airport and highway proposals 
are aimed at developing the eco- 
nomic resources of .Southern IIli- 
nois. 

The airport study, expected to 


; cost $220,000, will examine the 


tential for expanding Scott AFB 
into a combined military-com- 
mercial facility with the potential 
to serve as a hub for cargo avia- 
tion operations A $620,000 high- 
way study will explore a potential 
industrial corridor along the new 
highway. Both studies are ex- 
pected to be complete by March, 
1986. 

“It’s a very ambitious project, a 
very costly project, but we be- 
lieve the tiie has come to develo; 
the resources of Southern Ilh- 
nois,’’ said Thompson. “I’m a 
very firm believer the time has 
come for economic development 
on -the Illinois side of the (Mis- 
issppi) river.”

State health care plan to 
expand benefits, cut costs 


Gov. James R. Thompson has an- 
nounced that a new state employee 
health care plan will increase 
benefits while, at the same time, 
lowering state costs below the 
previous year’s level for the first 
time in the history of the state 
health care program 

The plan, which will be available 
to state employees beginning July 1, 
will save nearly $24 million in all 
funds from projected state budget 
levels. It will include reduced 
‘hospital deductibles for participa- 
‘tion in Preferred Provider 
Organizations (PPOs) and an ex- 
panded ‘selection of Health 
Maintenance Organizations 
(HMOs) throughout the state. 

“In times when significant health 
care cost increases have become the 
norm, I am pleased we have 
negotiated substantial benefit in- 
creases and reduced employee 
dependent costs. At the same time, 
the cost control measures introduc- 


| ing HMOs, PPOs and the Medical 


Services Advisor into the program 
have resulted in substantially lower 
kids from Blue Cross#Blue Shield for 
services, while expanding health 
care choices for our employees’’ the 
governor said. 

‘Last year, this administration 
introduced a law which was passed 
by the General Assembly, creating 
the Illinois Health Care Cost Con- 
tainment Council to take steps to 
control medical costs. As an 
employer, the state is clearly 
meeting that goal.”’
